before the Legislature early in Jan u a­ 
ry- 


I f we continue these innovations 
Government employees will soon be­ 
gin to earn their wages. I t is pro­ 
posed to increase the hours of labor 
from four to six per day in the De­ 
partments of the Government. 


T h e Senate Judiciary Committee 
has instructions to prepare a bill to 
prevent land monopoly. If the m em ­ 
bers of that Committee would take a 
long step toward the attainm ent of 
the object in view, they will present a 
bill to go as far as possible toward 
compelling equal taxation. 


T h e news from the Southern bor­ 
der is calculated to excite feelings of 
alarm for the safety of citizens resid­ 
ing near the boundary line. It ap­ 
pears a large number of renegades, 
outlays and refugees are preying upon 
the people on both sides of the line, 
and if all accounts are correct it is 
death for an honest m an to be caught 
hy these cut-throats. 
We are glad to 
hear that the Government has ordered 
troops to the border, and we hope the 
soldiers will find it necessary to take 
no prisoners. The rascals should be 
deprived of the law’s delay and pos­ 
sible escape incident to a civil trial. 
Drum-head trial and short shrift will 
soon allay all disturbance on the bor­ 
der. 


T h e Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany ought to feel grateful. The E x­ 
press of this city concedes that their 
roads have done something in the way 
of advancing the prosperity of Los An­ 
geles valley. W e clip the following 
sentence from an article in its issue of 
la9t evening. 
" It is only fair to say 
th a t the splendid impetus toward city 
status which may at present be ob­ 
served here was co-incident to its ad­ 
vent with the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
w ay.’’ This is equivocal and a little 
tiuctured with the 
water-on-both- 
shoulders logic, but it is after all rath­ 
er good for the Express. 
We are not 
sure but that a block or two in Colton 
would make our cotemporary see m a­ 
ny virtues in the Southern Pacific that 
have heretofore escaped its observa­ 
tion. 


Not Economical. 


There is not an undue degree of 
economy and reform apparent in (lie 
adjournment of the Legislature from 
the 22d of December to the 3d of Janu­ 
ary. The holiday vacation includes 
eleven day9. 
At the opening of the 
session a member who had figured up 
the expense stated that the cost of the 
Legist ature to the people was just $300 
per hour. 
Now suppose the number 
of hours the Legislature ought to work 
to be ten hours in each twenty-four, 
the expense of the Legislature is $3,000 
per day, and as all, both members and 
attachés, draw their per diem duriug 
the vacation, it will he seen that the 
eleven days intervening between the 
adjourning and convening of the Leg­ 
islature will cost the tax-payers the 
very considerable sum of $33,000. The 
wasting of this amount of money will 
not impress the people with the idea 
th at the present is an economical 
Legislature. 
Nor will it suffice to 
set up in justification that previous 
sessions have established the prece­ 
dent by adjourning over for nearly or 
quite as long a period. The party in 
the majority at the present session 
has arraigned the domiuant party dur­ 
ing these sessions on charges of useless 
waste and reckless extravagance, and 
surely the Democracy does not desire 
to make up a record the pages of 
which are plentifully sprinkled with 
the same class and kind of official acts 
that it has characterized as blots and 
stains on the record of the Republican 
party. It will be a genuine economic­ 
al party that uses its majority in the 
Legislature to pass a concurrent reso­ 
lution that neither members nor em­ 
ployees of that body shall draw per 
diem except for days on which work 
in actual session i9 performed, But 
the millennium is furofif and we fear 
the coming of such a party is still 
more remote. 


A Change of Sentiment. 


The people of Ban Diego are begin­ 
ning to weary of their idol, and the 
mention of the nam e "T om S c o t t ” no 
longer lifts the hats of those who 
dwell around “ the only harbor be­ 
tween Acapulco and San Francisco.” 
The Texas Pacific Railroad, that man 
in the moon th a t our neighbors have 
so long cried for, has faded away and 
the keenest eyed San Diegans are 
prone to notions th at he looks more 
and more like a weazel. Certain it is 
that the image of T o m S c o t t is no lon­ 
ger enshrined in the hearts of the San 
Diego people and we shall not be sur­ 
prised if in a brief period his statue 
which has so long formed the sun, 
around which have revolved the so­ 


cial and financial systems 
of our 
friends, is torn from its orbit and a new 
luminary planted in its place. The 
present indications 
are th at 
J a y 


G o u l d will soon shine where the 
light of T o m S c o t t went out, with 
Senator J o n e s as chief comet and sec­ 
ond magnitude luminary. 
There is 
method in this awakening at San Di­ 
ego. The people of that county have 
followed a will o’ the wisp until the 
race has become monotonous and they 
are now resolved to represent to the 
Uuion Pacific managers the advantag­ 
es of extending tbeir road from Ogden 
to San Diego Bay. To this end they 
have appointed an able committee to 
confer with Goci.n and J o n e s , and by 
a thorough setting forth of the facts 
encourage a speedy coustructio n of 
the com pa rati vely short piece of road 
necessary to connect the Union Paci­ 
fic with tide water in Southern Cali­ 
fornia. It is not probable that either 
the San Diego committee or th a t ap­ 
pointed by Los Angeles for a similar 
purpose will be able to lay any new 
facts before the owners of the Union 
Pacific nor do we apprehend that 
these committees will hasten the com­ 
pletion of a work that is a m atter of 
vital importance to that road. 
The 


H e r a l d has heretofore shown that 
the building of the Southern Pacific 
will render the Union Pacific compar­ 
atively worthless and that in order to 
maintain the value of their property 
the owners of the last named road 
must extend their track to the Pacific 
ocean. 
The only practical route for 
this extension is across Utah and 
through Cajon Pass. The men whose 
money will build this extension so 
thoroughly understand the situation 
and so thoroughly recognize the nec­ 
essity for prompt action that it is 
hardly probable anythingonr com m it­ 
tees may be able to say or do will vary 
the line of route or hasten their opera­ 
tions. Still no harm can result from 
conference provided the two com m it­ 
tees act harmoniously and keep it al­ 
ways in mind that we are one commu­ 
nity and that whatever will advance 
the interests of L09 Angeles m ust be 
a source of prosperity to San Diego. 


Santa Monica Bay. 


[From the Outlook of th e 22d. J 
We have picked up a few facts con­ 
cerning Santa Msniea Bay that may 
be of some interest to our readers. 
The distance from Point Dum a to 
Point Vincent is thirty miles, ami the 
depth of the bay is ten miles; th at is, 
from a straight line between the two 
points to the shore terminus of the 
wharf. 
Allowing for the curvature of 
the land side, the bay has an area of 
about 250 miles. 
Theie are no ob­ 
structions, and the water gradually 
deepens to fifty fathoms at the outer 
edge. 
The laud-break against the 
winds, which is elevated, extends from 
a point north-north-west to a point 
south-south-east. 
Santa Catalina Is­ 
land, distant twenty-eight miles, is 
due south, and Santa Barbara Island, 
distant about thirty-five miles, is u 
little north of west. 
It will bo seen 
by this that our only exposure is to 
the south-west. 
An old sea-Captain, 
who has been sailing up and down this 
southern coast for the past twenty 
years, fells us ihat the sou’westers are 
less frequent than any other winds, 
and they never last over six hours. 
The waters of the bay have been re­ 
markably quiet, and tíiere lias never 
been a time since the construction of 
the wharf when a vessel could not 
land. 
Panam a and San Francisco 
steamers, and a large num ber of sail­ 
ing vessels have made frequent land­ 
ings, yet there has never been an acci­ 
dent. 
The wharf is a substantial 
structure, 1740 feet long, and term i­ 
nates in twenty-four-foot water at low 
tide. I t is the intention of the Com­ 
pany to add two hundred feet, which 
will reach a depth of water sufficient 
to m ake “assurance doubly sure” that 
the largest deep-sea vessels afloat can 
land with perfect safety. 
Thus it will l>eseen that* while San­ 
ta Monica Bay is not a perfect harbor, 
it is a most excellent landing—pro­ 
nounced the best by sea-Captains, on 
the southern coast. 
Besides it is the 
most accessible point to Los Angeles 
valley, which is, par excellence, the 
most" attractive region of Southern 
California. 
All the practicable ap­ 
proaches for overland railroads open 
into this valley, which contains about. 
1500 square miles of tillable land; the 
va9t mineral regions lie back of it; 
and view the question as we may, the 
great interests of this southern coun­ 
try center around Los Angeles vallej’, 
whose outlet is at Santa Monica.
